This was an {ssae brought before the Court to 
show cause why anexecution should not be 
taken out against Law Kwan Yo as one of the 
partners In‘ the firm of Hopkins, Commings 
& Co, against whom a judgment had been 
obtained. Dr, Ho Kai (Instructed by Mr, Ho 
‘Wyson) appeared for Sin Foo, and Mr, Robinson 
(lnstracted by Mrs Mounsey) for Lag Kwan Yo. 
Dy. Ho Kai, in opening, safd that he proposed 
to belng evidence to show that, though dormant, 
the person against whom the execation 
sought wa artner, The real question before
